His statement that the military 
purpose of Unconditional Surrender will be 
maintained, and that the men who head the 
fighting forces will remain at the same posts 
.where they have been given such good ac- 
count of themselves, was received with satis- 
faction everywhere except in the ranks of 
the enemy. 


His expression of sincere humility in the 


face of his tremendous task, his firm belief 
that the Lord and his people will help him 
to be their faithful servant in this grave and 
momentous time, was received by the nation 
In the spirit of its utterance. 


Conviction Is the word which sums up 


fTruman's attitude. He is sure the war will 
be won. He is sure the peace can be made, 
and made to endure. He is sure the duty of 
the great nations is to serve, not to domi- 
nate, and he is sure they will fulfill that 
function. The nation shares with him those 
firm beliefs, at the same time noble anti 
practical. It is reassured by his certainty. It 
takes strength from "his faith and his hope. 
It will return to him strength from its own 
faith in him and in the nation which he rep< 
resents before his Maker and the world.

TELEVISION PROSPECTS 


If it's gadgets that make people happy, 


there must be a lot of happiness in store for 
them along radio lines. Robert S. Stephan, 
radio editor for the Cleveland Plato Dealer, 
suggests a lot of new things coming at us 
endwise in the next decade or so. Here are 
Borne of them. 


Television, he says, will be as much a part 


of the home as piano music. First the pic- 
tures will be black and white, then in natural 
colors. The airplane will promote film tele- 
sion. Films will be flown from overseas and 
"telecast" at our firesides. It will be an arm 
Chair travel. Everybody from everywhere 
can come into our homes as on a magic car- 
pet Radio chains will yield to chain tele- 
vision. 


A school superintendent can visit his whole 


system just by turning a dial. It will be easier 
for newspaper reporters, if such people sur- 
vive—they can cover nearly everything just 
by dialing. AH kinds of music will be on tap. 
Tabloid newspapers and magazines can be 
summoned as by a magician, by an electric 
switch. Factories will use the new system 
for interdepartmental communication. The 
walkie-talkie radio no«- used in warfare will 
be tucked in your pocket, available any- 
where.

I null clearly the assassination of William 


McKinley. The nation was shocked, grieved, sad- 
dened.. We, at school, were told what It meant 
to the country to lose • President by sudden death. 
We had classroom memorial services and I can re- 
member It *i today, Koine to a religious service to 
hear his favorite hymns, "Nearer My God to Thee," 
and "Lead Kindly Light," then new to me hut so 
imbedded in my memory from that solemn occasion 
that they have ever been my favorites. 


William B. McKinley was saved from the sac- 


rilege of the cacaphony of the radio, the reduclio 
ad absurdum of hours and hours of repetition of 
eulogy.

We buried our 


President and we loved our country. A soldier in 
uniform blew "Taps" and not an eye was dry.

death of • President was too organized, too push- 
ing. When people want to cry, they seek at most 
sad music, not the basso voice of an immature ac- 
tor turned mourner. 


The radio needs cditinR; it requires Intelligent 


direction. The radio seems to run hog wild when- 
ever anything occurs that gives free rein lo the 
fancies of Its varied management. They apparent- 
ly suppose that excess is a mark of efficiency: that 
wild license represents respect and solemnity. I 
still prefer a church. 


And this much their noisiness proved beyond 


doubt: America is so great that no American is 
indispensable. I say the radio proved that, for on 
Friday and Saturday, for a full 36 hours, this in- 
strument of expression gave the impression that it 
was the United States that had died. And that is 
obviously not so.

EPILEPTIC MUST TREAT HIMSELF 


We can all likely remember some boy or girl 


at school or elsewhere who took fits. A lit was a 
spectacle that caused fright yet sympathy. Many of 
us may have thought of it as a form of mental dis- 
ease or Insanity. In some cases the family did not 
allow the child to attend the regular school but sent 
him to a private school. There was a sense of shame 
on the part of the patient and the family. Most of 
us may think this is all changed now because cpi- 
leptj« attacks can be controlled in the majority of 
cases by the fat diet and the use of quieting drugs. 
Unfortunately there arc still many families who 
feel a sense ot shame regarding a member afflicted 
with epilepsy. Also some families, by ovcrprotecting 
the child, actually increase his chances of having 
attacks. 


In th* American Journal of Psychiatry Drs J 


C. Price and T. J. Putnam point out the" effect of 
family discord on the epileptic child. If the family 
is sympathetic but docs not express this sympathy 
in words but more in helpful actions the iwiicnt has 
the best possible chance to get better and become 
a useful member of the community. 


"On the other hand, if relatives have a sense of 


shame about epilepsy Ihey create in the patient a 
stale of anxiety and distress which has an unwhole- 
some effect on such individuals. This is serious be- 
cause epileptic attacks (seizures* begin durinp or 
before 
puberty 
(12 loll in girls. 14 to 16 in hoys).
